National Anti-Piracy Month 
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Agency Overview 





The Optical Media Board (OMB), under the direct supervision of the Office of the 
President, was created pursuant to Republic Act (R.A.) No. 9239 known as the Optical 
Media Act of 2003. 


The act is governed by laws established to regulate the mastering, manufacturing, 
replication, importation and exportation of optical and magnetic media. 


The coverage of authority is the entire territory of the Republic of the Philippines 
including the economic zones as defined both under R.A. Nos. 9239 and 7916. 


In line with this mandate as one of the anti-piracy agencies in the Philippines, the 
OMB performs regulatory functions through the exercise of its enforcement and quasi- 
judicial powers that facilitate the apprehension and eventual prosecution of violators of 
R.A. 9239. 


Although the mandate of this law is to regulate the container or storage of data 
and is not categorically authored for content protection, our policy is to ensure the 
protection and promotion of intellectual property rights. 
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“We’re setting a strong foundation for the 
next three years of progress.” 


When the newly appointed Chair and Chief Executive Officer of the Optical Media 
Board addressed the OMB officers and staff in March 2016, he was very clear with the 
path he intends to set for the agency. Atty. Anselmo B. Adriano, dedicated to lead the 
Optical Media Board to greater heights, laid down his three-year road map with a vision 
to set a strong foundation for the next three years of progress. 


The Road Map. 


(1) Institutionalization of a comprehensive performance 
management system for the OMB; 


(2) Revisiting the charter, related laws, and their derivative 
circulars to propose possible amendments and be attuned to the latest 


technological advancements, and; 


(3) Intensification of the campaign against violations of 
R.A. 9239 and related laws, in the areas of enforcement, licensing, and 
advocacy. 





The OMB workforce committed to this roadmap. 


OMB, with utmost conviction and motivation, took the challenge and worked 
harder than ever. The officers and staff devoted in continuously striving to improve 
processes and keep ethical and moral obligations intact. 


Strategic action plans were set out and key areas for improvement were 
determined. Consultations from various institutions such as Institute for Solidarity in 
Asia, Development Academy of the Philippines and planning directors from Department 
of Trade and Industry and University of Santo Tomas were also sought to aid in the 
development of OMB’s performance management systems. 


Memorandum Circulars were promulgated to strengthen regulatory policies and 
enforcement operations. Public information and advocacy were intensified. 
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With dedication and resilience, OMB has, as itreaches the 3rd year of the implementation 
of its roadmap, exceeded expectations and achieved significant progress.

The Optical Media Board was a recipient of funding for technical assistance from 
the Development Academy of the Philippines (DAP). This was done in order to enhance 
citizen satisfaction through the Quality Management Program which significantly improved 
the delivery of public service. As part of this program, a group of sixteen (16) highly qualified 
and selected people, representing different units, led by Jose Edgardo Lara, CPA underwent 
rigorous training, review, and quality audit. All efforts were aimed to materially improve 
frontline services of the OMB to ensure that the Filipino citizens will greatly benefit in the 
process. New emphasis was also made on the client satisfaction survey. 


The Quality Management System (QMS) Team was the name endowed to the said 
group so representing the different divisions, and units of the OMB. They were categorized 
into five (5) clusters with three (3) to four (4) members each. These are the Risk Management 
Team, Training and Advocacy Team, Knowledge Management Team, QMS Internal Audit 
Team, and Quality Workplace Team. 





Quality Management System (QMS) Core Team and

These teams underwent two stages of training namely, mastering the standards 
and conducting the quality audit. The first stage involved the discussion of the standards 
used as basis of the audit encompassing the International Standards Organization (“ISO”) 
9001:2015, as well as the OMB’s Citizen Charter for the efficient regulation of the mastering, 
manufacturing, replication, importation, exportation, and commercial use of optical or magnetic 
media, and other storage devices including manufacturing materials and equipment, parts 
and accessories related thereto. 


The second stage was the quality audit of the OMB’s adherence with the standards 
of ISO 9001 : 2015 to obtain pieces of evidence regarding conformity to all requirements 
of the QMS, to evaluate performances, monitor, measure, report, and review against key 
performance indicators in order to better evaluate the effectiveness of the internal auditing and 
management review, and to identify any areas for potential improvement in the management 
system.

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 448 (s_ 2003) declared the month of October of 
every year as “National Anti-Video Piracy Month’,

regarding piracy or counterfeiting of optical, magnetic and such other emerging similar 
media, and its adverse effects on the economy; 

NOW THEREFORE, |, RODRIGO ROA DUTERTE, President of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by the Constitution and existing laws, do hereby 
amend Proclamation No, 448 to declare the month of October of every year as 
“National Anti-Piracy Month.” 


All government agencies and instrumentalities, including state universities and 
colleges, as well as local government units, are enjoined to support the programs and 
activities of the OMB, aimed at increasing public awareness on all forms of media piracy 
or counterfeiting

These periodic planning sessions are vital to 
the organization as they keep the OMB’s plans and programs in line with its mandate and 
effective implementation of the strategy directed by our present administration. 





Team Building and Mid-Year Assessment 


With guidance and direction from the Top Management, the Planning Unit together 
with the various Divisions and Units of the agency has made it possible to fulfill our Chair & 
CEO —Atty. Anselmo B. Adriano’s goals for the agency. Looking forward to 2019’s successful 
Strategic Planning Session. 





Year-End Assessment 
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In 2016, when Atty. Anselmo Adriano assumed office, OMB was then feeling the 
effects of the Department of Justice’s opinion that USB is not within the jurisdiction of the 
Optical Media Board and the decline of the optical and magnetic media industry. However, 


this did not deter the new administration. OMB eventually got the jurisdiction 
not only of USB but all other storage devices including SD cards 
among others. 


The record-breaking success of 2016 made its mark and so, when you set goals, you 
set it a notch higher than the last. In 2017, Registration and Licensing Division soared high. 


In 2018, OMB got even more hyped. With the issuance of yet another circular clarifying 
storage devices, the stakes were raised and RLD accepted the challenge ending the year 


with an income of P22, 110,375.61.

Anew milestone was achieved in 2018, the Luzon (Baguio) Satellite Office 


was opened in February. RLD personnel in Satellite Offices also participated in 
the first MMFF monitoring in Cebu and Baguio Cities. It was also in December 2018 that the 
Satellite Personnel first attended an agency wide event and seminar. However, the most 
daunting event in 2018 is the bid for ISO certification. 


The year 2018 also saw the agency’s participation particularly the Registration and 
Licensing Division in the various government initiatives. _RLD was sent to participate in 
the PNTR Validation workshop for Trade Regulatory Agencies in April, the launching of the 
ASEAN Trade Repository preparation in May. 


By June, RLD representatives have started trainings for the ISO Certification. Despite 
the busy schedule and inclement weather, an on-site registration and licensing was also held 
in Baguio City in September wherein RLD was able to accept 74 applications which yielded 


PhP62,358.45 in licensing and accreditation fees.

The Export Marketing Bureau also appreciated the agency’s support in its mandates and 
programs. 
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Several agencies are now onboarding the TradeNet, and OMB is going to be among 
the next batch. The sweetest victory however this 2018 is that OMB is now ISO 9001:2015 
Certified! Undeniably, 2019 will be an even busier year nevertheless RLD will greet it with 
renewed interest and fervor to deliver on its promise of quality public service!

The primary — function of the 
Legal Division is to provide legal 
assistance to guide the operations 
of the agency which includes but not 
limited to: prosecution and processing 
of administrative cases, the filing of 
criminal cases with the Trial Courts, 
including quasi-judicial/ administrative 
bodies and the rendering of the agency. 
Moreover, the Division is tasked with 
the preparation of the necessary legal 
documents and to serve as the private 
prosecutor in criminal cases filed by 


the agency. 


The Division also serves 
as the quasi-legislative arm of the 
agency, formulating Memorandum 
Circulars not only with respect to 
the internal processes of the agency 
but also those that interpret and 
Clarify the provisions of R.A. 9239. 
In addition to the aforementioned 
functions, the Legal Division is also 
part of various Committees, Ad- 
hoc working groups, and task force, 
as required, to take care of legal 
requirements in framing of policies. 


Serving at the forefront of 
the Division are legal experts who 
provide effective legal services 
with alacrity and guided by the 
teachings and instructions handed 
down by their predecessors. Under 
the direct control and supervision 
of the Head of the Division and 
the Chief Executive Officer of the 
agency, the accomplishments 
of the Legal Division has been 


nothing short of exceptional. 
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In 2018, OMB received the court order pertaining to Crimi- 
nal Case No. M-MNL18-09870-CR against a store owner in 
Manila in violation of R.A. 9239. The Court found the accused 
guilty beyond reasonable doubt of the crime charged.
